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Route and Progress of Work on Western Maryland 
b 


Railroad Between Cumberland and Connellsville. 


The'current issue of ine Manufac- 


turer's Record of Baltimore publishes 
an interesting story of the progress 
and route o! the Western. Maryland 
railroad between Cumberland and Con- 
nellsville. The story is by a staff cor- 
respondent who recently made a trip 
over the route. It is as follows: 


Not since the tiuilding of either the 


Clinchfielcl railroad

the %Vef£ern Maryland "wilt provide, at 


reached in a few minutes. From its 
connection with the George's Creelc 
& Cumberland railroad at this point 
the extension begins with a concrete 
and steel bridge of two 130-foot spans,
